Bike Riders 
Must Obey 
Road Laws 


C H P Tells Bicyclists 


Road Responsibility 


Their W ork, Too 


INDIO — Bicyclists have every 
bit as much responsibility to ad­ 
here to motor vehicle laws as do 
automobile drivers. Capt. Lloyd 
Watson commander of the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol's Indio Area, 
said* this week. 
"Some riders operate their bi­ 
cycles as though immune to the 
laws which govern vehicle oper­ 
ation. Acutally. it is incumbent 
upon them to know and observe 
ail traffic rules." he said. 


"IN ADDITION, there are sev­ 
eral tips which can help make 
your bicycle trip safer. First of 
all, «lwayt ride bikes in single 
file, if there are two or mere in 
a group. Riding abreaftt spreads 
bikes acroes the roadway, great­ 
ly increasing the chances of a car 
hitting a bicycle. 
“Second, never ride double on 
a bike buik for one person. Ttia 
instability resulting from the add­ 
ed weight may cause the bike to 
take an unexpected turn — right 
Into the path of a car.

"THIRD, KEEP your bike In 
food condition. Check the brake» 
periodically, lubricate It, but don't 
make alterations which may In­ 
crease the dancer ot riding. One 
recent (ad has found many youths 
raisin* the handlebars to a point 
whore the {ripe aro abovt the 
level of the head. It takes mea­ 
surably longer — up to 15 feet— 
to stop o bike when the handle 
bars are that high." Capt. Watson 
said. 
“Fourth, when riding at night, 
you are required to have « white 
light visible for 300 feet, on the 
front of the bike, and a red re- 
fleeter (or light» on the back, visi­ 
ble for the same distance to the 
rear. 
• “Just as in driving an automo­ 
bile, alertness, courtesy and at­ 
tention to the laws of the road 
contribute to the safe operation 
of • bicycle."

With Hospitals 


To hasten the revision of con­ 
tracts between the county and lo­ 
cal hospitals in reepect to chargee 
to the county for drugs, Supervisor 
George Berkey asked this week 
that the administrative officer sub­ 
mit a report and make s recom­ 
mendation to the Board of Super­ 
visors as soon as possible. 
At the suggestion of Supervisor 
Fred McCall the administrative 
officer was asked to work with 
the hospital commission in arriv­ 
ing at a recommendation. 
Administrative Officer Robert T. 
Andersen said later that the pres­ 
ent county agreement with private 
hoepkab calls for reimbursement 
to the hospitals for the eost of 
drugs. He said the problem is that 
the hospitals say that there are 
additional charges involved in the 
dispensing of drugs for which they 
should be compensated. 
According to Andersen, it is ar­ 
gued that there are costs involved 
in pulling one pill out of a bottle 
containing 100 pills. The cost of 
the 100 pills may be $10, but If 
only one pill is taken out of the 
bottle and administered the cost | 
through handling becomes m o r e ; 
than 10 cents, according to he 
boepital managers.
